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The League’s Business 


Danzig was established as a free city 
under protection of the League of Na- 
tions, The League has not waived that 
responsibility — either to Poland or to 
Germany. The Council of the League met 
yesterday at Geneva. Its first duty is to 
find out exactly how and why the shoot- 
ing occurred at Danzig on Saturday at 
midnight, and give the world a clear 
Statement of the facts. It should also 
make plain whether the local officials ap- 
pointed there by the League or under its 
jurisdiction are functioning in accord with 
the constitution and instructions, or whe- 
ther they are playing politics at the risk 
of plunging Europe in another “bath of 
blood”. 

It is very much to the point to recall 
that a pistol-shot, fired at a place of no 
importance in the political set-up and of 
which most people had never heard, 
started the four years of carnage and de- 
struction in 1914. The shooting in Dan- 
zig is not a local affair. It is a matter of 
proper and very great world concern. 
That is precisely the kind of incident that 
is liable to touch off the powder-kegs in 
Europe any day. Danzig is a more dan- 
gerous spot just now than Sarajevo ever 
was, And Danzig is the League’s “baby”. 


Empire Day 


Few are the days on which the glories 
of the British Empire, home of the free, 
are honored in a public way by those who 
inherit its traditions, enjoy its protection 
and guard its destiny. The visit of the 
King and Queen to Canada should do 
much to accent the meaning of Empire 
day. Both will pay it solemn tribute to- 
morrow and the King, speaking from 
Winnipeg, will seek to assess its sig- 
nificance and value. 

Empire Day was founded in 1897, the 
year of Queen Victoria’s jubilee, by a 
member of the Imperial Order Daughters 
of the Empire, the late Mrs. Clementina 
Fessenden of Hamilton, Ontario. It was 
intended to be a tribute not only to the 
Empire or its sovereign but also to a 
gracious and gentle lady who had become 
dear to all her subjects. Tomorrow, as the 
anniversary again is marked, the figures 
of the King and Queen will be more prom- 
inent in the public mind than the majesty 
of imperial dominion or the thought of 
political greatness. 

Empire Day is essentially a “human” 
holiday. It commemorates the achieve- 
ments of men and women who built 
freedom wherever they roamed, and 
thereby laid the basis for an empire. And 
it is the freedom, more than the vastness, 
of the empire that inspires the pride and 
commands the loyalty of its citizens. 


Getting Acquainted 


The King and Queen seem to have 
een having a good time in eastern Can- 
ada; hard as it is for most of us to see a 
good time for anybody in having to go 
through a daily round of nerve-trying 
functions such as make up their time- 
table, But perhaps one can get used to 
even that sort of thing; Their Majesties 
certainly appear to be at their ease and 
able to get enjoyment out of the tour, de- 
spite the formalities and distractions. 

They undoubtedly had a pleasant half- 
hour at Ottawa when they broke bounds 
and strolled down the street without 
guards or escort, exchanging greetings 
with the multitude of veterans and others 
who packed all roads to parliament hill. 
And again when they took an impromptu 
motor ride out into the country and 
chatted with the farmers about the crops; 
to say nothing of the kissing bee when 
they met the Quints. 

It is to be hoped the Visitors will find 
many opportunities to break away from 
routine programs as they journey 
across the Dominion, and that the of- 
ficial directors of their steps will facilitate 
these lapses from the set arrangements. 
The real Canada is not to be found at 
state dinners and presentation ceremonies, 
necessary and appropriate as these are.

For these are times when Britishers 
everywhere need to recall the past, take 
stock of their position in the world, and 
realize that the liberties they enjoy have 
not come to them by chance and cannot 
be kept by the chivalrous consent of 
others. There are powerful states in the 
world ruled by men who would pull the 
Empire to pieces if they could, apportion 
its territory as spoils of conquest, and 
subject its peoples to a kind of rule they 
would not like and in which they would 
have no say. “What we have we hold’”— 
only if and so long as we are prepared to 
defend it. That is something we in Canada 
cannot afford to forget. 


Editorial Notes 


It has been said before, but Hon. W. 
D. Euler had good cause to repeat that it 
is the duty of Canadian governments and 
business men to pull together in the at- 
tempt to restore public confidence. It 
seems to be rather the favorite topic of 
discussion in Canada just now how many 
things there are to be gloomy about.

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French Canada’s 
Loyal Enthusiasm

Canada is living these days in glorious 
jubilation. At every interval of the day, the 
whole nation listens to the cheering welcome 
of crowds broadcast throughout the Dominion; 
for our gracious sovereigns have crossed the 
ocean in an historic precedent to visit their 
Canadian people. While we are all so closely 
bound to the British Crown, it would be fitting 
to stress a very distinctive feature of the Royal 
tour in the Province of Quebec. 

On May 17, Their Majesties set foot on our 
soil. The mother city of the country, established 
in 1608 by Samuel de Champlain, was the first 
one to greet them. Two centuries after the con- 
quest of New France, the sons of her heroic 
pioneers were hosts to their King and Queen. 

Truly they consider them as their own and 
beloved sovereigns. When shall we witness a 
similar demonstration of affectionate loyalty to 
the thunder of shouts and applause we heard on 
their arrival at Quebec? This joy was heart-felt: 
French-Canadians are noted for their bold 
frankness and their lively Latin blood. 

Again we listened to the unrestrained out- 
bursts of their feelings at Montreal, as the Royal 
procession toured the ringing streets of our 
metropolis, and the world’s second largest 
French-speaking city. Forty thousand school 
children manifested the continued traditional- 
ism of the younger generation. 

Indeed, French-Canada has kept as a sacred 
heritage its loving fidelity to the British throne. 
It dates back many and many generations ago, 
to the very start of English rule. Only fifteen 
years past Wolfe's victory, American and French 
agents were sent to enlist the newly-conquered 
population to the revolution’s support. Franklin 
pleaded in vain the cause of independence and 
promised Quebec its freedom. The chivalrous 
spirit of France had not departed with her flag. 
It still animated these virtuous peasants who 
had pledged their honor and their persons to 
Great Britain, 

Another instance followed forty years later. 
Wellington’s soldiers were ending in Spain 
Napoleon's power, and Canada, invaded by Amer- 
ican troops, was left to its own defence. Here, 
also, French-Canadians came the rescue, 
fighting at Chateauguay under de Salaberry’s 
command and defeating the enemy’s army. 
Twice the British Empire was saved through 
their sincere loyalty. 

The people who sacrificed their blood and 
consecrated their lives with such a noble deter- 
mination to their sovereigns, may justly cele- 
brate with unlimited delight the grateful visit 
of Their Majesties King George VI and Queen 
Elizabeth.

Tuberculosis Going Out? 


To the average layman, leprosy seems almost 
a legendary thing, an Oriental horror of biblical 
times. Unfortunately it is not a legend, and it is 
not restricted to the Orient nor to biblical times. 
According to one estimate, at the present time 
there are still, in various parts of the world, 
about 3,000,000 people afflicted with this disease, 
the seriousness of which has not been exagger- 


ated 

Very fortunately, however, in most civilized 
countries today leprosy ig so rare as to amount 
to a medica] curiosity Thus, in the United 
States, out of an annual total) of nearly 1,500,000 
deaths, only about 30 are recorded from leprosy 
each year. Yet in the Middle Ages leprosy was 
fearfully common throughout the whole of 
Europe ‘nat is it that has so set our house in 
order, that has swept our abode so clean of the 
dread disease” 

This question is not prompted by mere 
academic curiosity. If we understood the an- 
swer, it might throw light on current medical 
problems. For there are signs that today tuber- 
culosis is also on the way out, following a course 
perhaps analogous to that of leprosy in the past 
Yet we do not fully understand just what is going 
on. If we did, perhaps we could further hasten 


the process of elimination.—Metropolitan Life

The expressions of spontaneous loyalty and 
affection will not be lost on certain chancellories 
in Europe. Herr von Ribbentrop, who spent 
most of his time as Ambassador to Great Britain 
among the pleasure seekers at court and in the 
confidences of the “Cliveden set,” reported to 
Hitler that the British peo- 
ple are a degenerate lot, 
that the dominions and 
colonies are ready to break 
away from the Motherland, and that England 
would make any concession to avoid going to 
war. His impression may have been true of the 
particular crowd with whom he consorted. That 
was his misfortune. The strength of the Throne 
is not among the idle seekers after pleasure, nor 
among the monied emigres from other countries. 
Its strength rests on the loyalty of the great 
middle and laboring classes—the useful portions 
of the great British populace. They not only give 
support to the Throne, but they are stronger than 
the Throne. One doesn’t have to go far back 
in British history to cite a case in proof. 

If Foreign Minister von Ribbentrop reads the 
Papers or gets accurate reports from the many 
Nazi agents now busy in Canada, he'll find no 
more support for his theory that the dominions 
are lacking in loyalty than for his co-theory 
that the British are a degenerate lot that will 
make any Sacrifice rather than fight.

Oddity Boosts Stamp Value 


One of those rate faults which send the value of stamps rocketing 
to levels far, far above their face value, was uncovered in Edmonton 
recently by H. T. Weville, stamp dealer, and already strips of 10-cent 
stamps, which would have ordinarily cost $1 at the post office, have 
been sold for more than 25 times that modest figure. 

Mr. Weville received recently from a small country post office a 
sheet of 100 rose-colored 10-cent stamps which bear an engraving of 
the Memorial Room of the Peace Tower in the Parliament buildings at 
Ottawa. The distinguishing feature of this block of stamps, however, 
is that instead of being printed on an ordinary sheet of stamp paper, 
the paper on which these were printed was patched. There are two 
reinforcements on the back of the sheet overlapping from two-thirds of 
the second stamp to one-third of the fourth stamp. This means that 
one of the stamps jin each row, is made up of two separate pieces pasted 
together. Those collectors who haye already purchased some of these 
stamps are: Stewart Johnson, W. A. Sterling, R. FE, Metcalf, of Edmon- 
ton, and H. C. Hughes of Calgary. Mr. Johnson bought two rows with 
the plate block. On the left, above, is shown one of the normal 10- 
cent rose stamps. On the right is shown what one of the faulty stamps 
looks like after it had been soaked and divided to show the fault which
